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LOCAL residents are set to benefit 
from faster journeys into the centre 
of London and an expected £80m 
regeneration boost, after plans for 
a world class rail link across the 
capital were given the final green 
light last week. 

In addition to a station at Abbey Wood, 
the government confirmed that work 
would start very shortly on a Crossrail 
Station at Woolwich Arsenal. It follows 
a concerted campaign led by Greenwich 
Council, local residents, businesses and 
local papers when the stop was omitted 
from the final scheme. 

Woolwich was put back on the Crossrail 
map after Greenwich Council’s 
innovative approach to securing private 
investment allowed the station to be 
funded at no extra cost to the taxpayer. 
The council showed a Crossrail station 
at Woolwich would lead to scores of 
benefits to Greenwich and its residents, 
as well as to the South East region as a 
whole: 

• Journey times between Woolwich and 
the rest of London will be dramatically 
reduced; Canary Wharf will be just seven 
minutes away and Tottenham Court 
Road will be reached in 14 minutes. 

• Crossrail will have the capacity to 
bring an extra 1.5 million people within 
an hour of London’s business centres - 
boosting the economy and generating 
thousands of new jobs. It will also open 
jobs markets across London to residents 
here in Greenwich when the line opens.

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Emergency response team fights bogus traders 


BOGUS callers, hell-bent on 
taking money under false 
pretences, are working all 
over the borough, according 
to Greenwich Trading 
Standards officers. 

And two of this month’s 
most serious alerts came in 
the same day. 

In Woolwich, someone saying 
they were from Greenwich 
Council told a resident that 
their front and back paving 
“needed to be done”. 

They levelled-off the patio, 


but, when they said they 
needed over £400 to start on 
the rest of the work, their 
target got suspicious and 
telephoned the Consumer 
Direct line. Trading 
Standards officers were able 
to stop a cheque before it was 
cashed. 

On the same day, a 
door-knocker in Lee, told a 
householder that there was a 
“problem” with the drains. 
The woman’s drain-cover was 
removed - and subsequently 


stolen. She was then driven 
to the bank by the con-artists 
to withdraw £2,000. Cashier 
staff got suspicious and 
both Police and Trading 
Standards officers were 
alerted before any money 
changed hands. 

The council’s Trading 
Standards team operates a 
Neighbourhood Response 
Team (NRT) which can 
respond to incidents such 
as rogue traders. They 
have also visited borough 


banks to make them aware 
of this service and that the 
banks can call the NRT if 
they notice any suspicious 
transactions. This can 
include vulnerable residents 
withdrawing large amounts 
of cash for ‘building work’. 
Greenwich Council warned 
this week: “Any residents 
whose suspicions are aroused 
by unsolicited callers, please 
don’t hesitate.

Campaign makes locals think twice about postal offers

A THAMESMEAD grandmother 
is helping to warn other residents 
about the dangers of scam mail outs. 

The grandmother, who is in her 70s, 
doesn’t want to be named but she was 
willing to tell other GT readers about her 
nightmare of spiralling debt. 

She used credit cards over the last 18 
months to sign up for biscuits, sweets, 
and health and beauty products from 
abroad through the post. 

“It’s all the additional items they tempt 
you into ordering. They’re very clever, 
they personalise the offer by using your 
name, and the extra items they suggest 
you might like look so good - but they’re 
also quite expensive. They’re coming 
from places like The Netherlands, and 
Belgium.” 

The retired administrator told GT: 
“I’ve worked hard all my life, and I was 
always prepared to work days, nights 
and weekends to pay for what I wanted. 
I’ve never been in debt like this before. 
“Yes, I’ve ordered the things through 
the post. But then you get your credit 
card bill. It’s such a price to pay.” 

The woman says, when things were are 
their worst, she was getting three or four 
“special offer” letters a day. 

Greenwich Trading Standards officers 
have taken a couple of sacks of mail away 
for scrutiny by national fraud intelligence 
officers, and they’re currently advising 
her how to block junk-mail coming to her 
address. 

Scores of Greenwich residents are 
thinking twice about mass mailout offers, 
thanks to another SC AMNESTY exercise 
by the council’s Trading Standards team. 

Special yellow bins for junk-mail are 
in place this month in libraries, in the

Eltham Centre, and in the Waterfront 
Leisure Centre in Woolwich. Please be 
sure to remove all personal details from 
both the envelopes and the letters before 
you drop them in. 

It’s all part of a national awareness 


campaign, and the borough’s trading 
standards officers are keen to collect as 
much local evidence as possible. They’ll 
categorise it into different types - for 
example, scamlottery-offers, investment- 
schemes and clairvoyant offers. They’re 
also keen to see what new scams are 
doing the rounds. 

The scam mailings will be forwarded to 
the National Fraud Intelligence Bureau 
for further investigation. 

The team put up special information- 
points at The Waterfront Leisure Centre 
in Woolwich and at the Eltham Centre 
earlier this month. 

Woolwich pensioner Irene Suter, who 
was at the Waterfront for her regular 
“water workout” group, is not fooled by 
mass-mailings. 

“I tend to look at that kind of mail and 
think ‘This is a load of rubbish’ and just 
shove it in the bin. 

“And, if there’s some kind of amazing 
offer, I just think ‘This doesn’t mean me, 
because I’m not lucky like that’.” 

It was the same story with building 
worker Sean Addison from Woolwich 
Dockyard. Sean told GT: “I just bin things 
like that when they come through the 
door. But it’s a good thing to have this 
campaign running - to warn everyone of 
the possible dangers.” 

However, people of all ages can become 
hood- winked by mass-mailing offers, and 
the scams are becoming more and more 
sophisticated.

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First Kidbrooke homes for sale ready to view

THE first new homes for sale on the 
site of Kidhrooke’s Ferrier Estate 
will be available to view next month. 

It’s the latest step in the £1 billion 
regeneration of the estate and surrounding 
areas now known as Kidbrooke Village. 

The 20-year project is set to provide 
4,800 new homes for between 10,000 and 
12,000 residents. 

The regeneration project on the 
109-hectare site is being led by Greenwich 
Council in partnership with Berkeley 
Homes (Urban Renaissance), the Homes 
and Communities Agency (HCA) and 
Southern Housing Group 

Already 76 former Ferrier residents, 
have moved into three and four-bedroom 
houses managed by Southern Housing 
Group in the development’s first phase. 

Berkeley Homes will shortly be 
marketing one, two and three-bedroom 
apartments for sale to private buyers. 

The new affordable apartments will be 
completed from early summer onwards. 
The first phase, called City Point, 


overlooks the award-winning Sutcliffe 
Park and its tranquil lake. 

Kidbrooke Village is being developed 
in four phases, set around a new park, 
known as Cator Park. Across the site 
only a third of the land will to be built 
on, with 55 hectares of Kidbrooke Village 
dedicated to parks and sports facilities, 
ensuring that new and existing residents 
can make the most of the green open 
space. 

Also in the plans are the rebuilding 
of Kidbrooke Station into a transport 
interchange which will improve train 
and bus links into central London and 
the surrounding area. There will also be a 
new healthcare centre, a hotel, shops and 
a supermarket, as well as a range of bars 
and restaurants. The new Thomas Tallis 
secondary school, due to be completed in 
November, will also provide additional 
community facilities 

Cllr Denise Hyland, Greenwich Council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and skills, told GT: “Kidbrooke 
Village is one of the most significant 
housing regeneration schemes to be 
launched in Europe in recent times. It 


will create a vibrant new community in 
which people from all backgrounds will 
aspire to live and work, and is already 
providing job opportunities which will 
continue for years to come.”

• The wider economic 
benefits for the borough 
of Greenwich are 
estimated at over £80 
million. 

• The full Crossrail 
scheme provides benefits 
much wider than Canary 
Wharf, or indeed the rest 
of London. More than 
400,000 people live close 
to a proposed Crossrail or 
connecting station along 
the corridor from Canary 
Wharf to Dartford. 
Welcoming the news, 
Councillor Chris Roberts, 
leader of Greenwich 
Council, said: “This 

is fantastic news for 


Woolwich and it will keep 
the regeneration of our 
area firmly on track. 

“The announcement is 
the culmination of years

HSMR [Hospital Standardised 
Mortality Ratio] figures referred 
to by your correspondent are 


the most independent, scientific 
and objective measurement 
of patient safety standards 
available in the NHS - and the 
fact that the Queen Elizabeth 
hospital has significantly reduced 
its HSMR in the past 12 months 
is excellent news for patients 
that use the hospital. I make no 
apology for praising the fantastic 
achievement of our NHS staff 
who have worked extremely hard 
at a very difficult time to improve 
standards. 

I also welcome and praise the 
staff for virtually eliminating 
MRSA, only one case this year 
across the hospitals which make 
up South London Healthcare. 

As medical director, I need to 
ensure clinical standards are 
raised across the board, however 
I of course understand that our 
standard of care doesn’t reach 
the levels it should in all cases, 
and there is much work we still 
need to do to improve further. 

I can’t comment on particular 
cases but would hope that 
anyone with concerns about 
their own or that of a relative’s 
treatment will contact the Trust 
as we only learn by examining 
the lessons of where things have 
not gone right.

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The seven GPs taking over health budget 


SEVEN family doctors in 
Greenwich have been voted 
on to a consortium that will 
eventually decide how best 
to spend the money that 
provides healthcare services 
for patients. 

It follows last year’s 
Government decision to 
give GPs control of the NHS 
budgets. Under the plans, 
GPs will work together in 
groups to make sure that 
patients’ needs are met. 

GPs voted by post in an 


election count managed 
by Greenwich Council’s 
returning officer. 

The seven voted on to the 
borough’s consortium are 
doctors Ram Aggarwal, Hany 
Wahba, Robert Hughes, 
Rebecca Rosen, Niraj Patel, 
Eugenia Lee and Nayan 
Patel. It was the first time 
that GPs have been able to 
vote for their peers in an 
election to a local healthcare 
commissioning body. 

They will work alongside 


the current healthcare 
commissioner, NHS 
Greenwich, over the next 
two years as the changes are 
planned. By April, 2013, the 
primary care trust will have 
been phased out, and the 
consortium will take over 
the commissioning role. The 
GPs will eventually manage 
a multi-million pound budget 
that will be spent planning 
and buying healthcare 
services, and ensuring they 
meet local people’s needs. 


Board member Dr Eugenia 
Lee said: “This is a historic 
moment for health services 
in Greenwich. We shall work 
hard over the next two years 
to ensure that the people of 
Greenwich receive the very 
best possible health care and 
that our budgets are spent 
wisely to continue providing 
value for money.”

Government plans to restrict council 
newspapers could cost Greenwich £lm

NEW Government guid- 
ance seeking to restrict 
the publication of council 
newspapers like Greenwich 
Time to just four editions a 
year, could increase Green- 
wich Council’s costs by 
over £lm a year according 
to figures cleared by the lo- 
cal authority. 

The government announced 
the move in Parliament recent- 
ly as part of a new ‘publicity 
code’ governing local councils. 
It also seeks to stop councils 
from using lobbyists and could 
spell the end of GT features 
like Charlton Athletic match 
reports in a move to ensure 
that councils just publicise 
stories relating to council func- 
tions. 

The proposals were put for- 
ward by Local Government 
Secretary Eric Pickles who 
has been examining the rules 
around council publicity after 
concerns that council newslet- 
ters were competing unfairly 
with local papers. 

He said the existing rules had 
been “too weak for too long, 
squandering public funds and 
pushing local newspapers out 
into the abyss” . 

The proposals were detailed 
in the Code of Recommended 
Practice on Local Authority 
Publicity, which went out for 
consultation last year . 

The Communities and Local 
Government select committee, 
which investigated the matter, 
found there was “very scant 
evidence” that council publica- 
tions were affecting local news- 
papers and disputed the need 
for a number of points within 
the code. 

Chair of the CLG committee, 
Clive Betts MP said: “We doubt 
that the proposed code should 
specify a maximum frequency 
of publication, especially in 
the context of the govern- 


ment’s professed commitment 
to greater ‘localism’.” 

Despite this, the proposed 
code is being put before par- 
liament and if approved, the 
Secretary of State will issue 
the Code and it will replace the 
existing code of practice and 
recommend councils reduce 
their newsletters to quarterly 
publications. 

Greenwich Council leader 
Chris Roberts said: “Green- 
wich Time provides the coun- 
cil with a cheap and effective 
way to communicate with resi- 
dents and keep them informed 
about local services. The coun-

cil is also required by law to 
advertise issues like planning 
applications and changes to 
traffic schemes. If these were 



placed in other main local pa- 
pers it would increase costs 
by around £lm a year. This is 
equivalent to a Council Tax 
increase of about one per cent 
yet the other local papers still 
wouldn’t provide the borough- 
wide coverage that Greenwich 
Time does. 

“It simply makes no sense for 
the government to increase our 
costs at the very time that they 
have cut our budgets by £63m.” 

He added: “It is disappoint- 
ing that ministers are still de- 
termined to forge ahead with 
the proposed code of practice 
despite the lack of evidence to 


show that publishing more 
frequently than four times a 
year would be harmful to the 
local press. Indeed Green- 
wich Council has always 
supported local newspaper 
groups who have been paid to 
print our paper and at times 
have delivered it as well.” 

The council is considering 
its position and will decide 
on how to respond to the 
guidance over the next few 
months.

Going to hospital? 

Make sure you don’t miss out on help with travel costs 


IF you have to travel to hospital for 
treatment and are struggling to meet the 
cost of your travel expenses, you may be 
missing out on extra help. 

You can claim a refund of your bus 
or train fares, petrol costs, or, in some 
circumstances, taxi fares if you or your 
partner receive: 

• Income Support 

• income-based Jobseeker’s Allowance, 

• Pension Credit Guarantee 

• income-related Employment and 
Support 

You can also get this help if you have a 
valid tax credits exemption certificate or 
an NHS low income scheme certificate. If 
you need someone to travel with you for 
medical reasons, you can get their travel 
costs paid as well. 

Even if you do not get any of the above 


benefits you may still be able to get some 
help if you are on a low income under the 
NHS Low Income Support Scheme. You 
will need to complete an HC1 claim form - 
available by calling 0845 850 1166. 

War pensioners can also get this help if 
the treatment is for their war disability 
(but special arrangements apply). Contact 
Veterans UK on freephone 0800 169 2277 
for more information about this. Or visit 
their website www.veterans-uk.info 

You can make a claim at the cashier’s 
office if you are attending Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital. You will need to 
take proof of your benefit or tax credits 
exemption certificate with you. You will 
also need to bring proof of your travel 
costs. If you are attending other hospitals 
or clinics, you will need to ask there who 
deals with claims. 


You are expected to use the cheapest 
form of transport that it is reasonable for 
you to use (normally public transport). 
If you need to use a taxi, you must get 
agreement from the hospital first.

place Woodhill primary school in the 
top 50 most improved schools in the 
capital in the last three years. 

“If asked how we have raised standards 
and outcomes for our pupils we would 
have to put it down to two things. 
Firstly, staff have worked tirelessly 
to raise attainment and accelerate 
progress. In terms of curriculum 
initiatives, we have placed a huge 
emphasis on the importance of 
reading, ’’said headteacher Graham 
Gibson. 

He explained that he and his staff try to 
ensure that children are well-placed to 
learn - and that, most importantly, they 
enjoy school. 

He added: “We have introduced a wide 
range of initiatives which support our 
pupils so they feel safe and happy.” 

For example, there’s a full-time 
learning mentor at Woodhill, who both 
supports pupils in class and also helps 
co-ordinate the lunchtime support 
which children are given. 

Graham added: “We have a wide 
range of clubs including lunchtime 
street dance, after school judo and Tae 
Kwondo and a strong partnership with 
Charlton Athletic with coaches leading 
lunchtime sporting activities.” 

Graham says his team also recognise 
the value and the importance of the 
home-school partnership. 

He told GT: “We believe that parents 
can make a considerable contribution 
to the life of school and the academic 
outcomes of our pupils. 

“Our home school liaison officer hosts 
a range of adult learning activities 


and courses which run during the 
school day and develop the skills and 
confidence of parents to support their 
children’s learning. 

“We also hold regular coffee mornings 
so parents can meet with the school’s 
management team and share their 
ideas for school improvement and 
community events. This year we have 
developed a Parents’ Action Group with 
representatives from each class and 
they are currently working with the 
School Council to tackle various issues, 
including parking issues, outside the 
school.” 

The enthusiasm and “drive” of Mr 
Gibson, the relatively new headteacher 
at Woodhill, has also done much to 
help raise standards, 

according to the 

school’s Chair of 


Governors 

Alan Reed. He told GT: 

“Although he has only been with 
the school for a short time, he has 
introduced new strategies, has focused 
on improving the quality of teaching, 
and has ensured that the governing 
body is focused on the key issues for 
the school.” 

And he added: “It’s wonderful news 
that we’re among the top 50 most 
improved schools in London. By 
working together we have achieved 
significant progress and this has now 
been recognised.” 

But he stressed: “Despite this ringing 
endorsement of our efforts, we will 
continue to improve teaching standards 
at the school so that our pupils are 
given the best life chances.” 


ART FOR FUN’S SAKE: Deansfield 
pupils work on a creative project 


S HARE and share alike is the 
thinking behind the success of 
Bannockburn primary school 
- and other primaries nearby. 

Since the end of 2009 the 367-pupil 
school in Plumstead High Street 
has been leading on a literacy 
project which has helped to 
improve the creative writing skills 
of pupils at three other primaries. 
The project centres on artefacts 
at the British Museum and 
links them to the children’s 
work. It involves Bannockburn 
headteacher Rob Carpenter 
working with the heads of 
Nightingale, Ealdham and 
Foxfield schools. It also involves 
the teachers at all four schools 
observing each other and sharing 
their lesson planning and teaching 
techniques to work out the best 
ways of supporting the pupils. 

“It all helps to improve the quality 
of teaching and learning and 
benefits the children. It’s one 
of the initiatives that has seen 
a 20 per cent increase in SATS 
results across the schools,” Rob 
explained. 

Bannockburn’s success has 
resulted in Rob’s appointment as 
a National Leader of Education, 
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one of 100 heads selected as a National 
Leader of Education last month. Heads 
use their skills and experience as school 
leaders to provide additional leadership 
and tailor-made support to other schools 
along with staff at their school, which is 
designated as a National Support School. 
The scheme is run by the National 
College for Leadership of Schools and 
Children’s Services which seeks out 
outstanding headteachers who can raise 
standards by supporting other schools. 
“This is a real endorsement of all the 
hard work taking place at Bannockburn 
School. Pupils are making excellent 
progress because of a focused approach 
to school improvement and a dedicated 
team of staff. We are excited about 
the prospect of sharing our expertise 
and supporting other schools,” said 
Rob, who has already visited other 
local authorities including Greater 
Manchester. 

Toby Salt, Deputy Chief Executive of the 
National College, said: “This is about 
the best school leaders helping the rest 
and the results speak for themselves. It’s 
fantastic that heads like Rob are looking 
beyond their own school gates and 
supporting others to help more and more 
pupils get the best start in life. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, Greenwich Council’s 
Cabinet Member for Children and

Young People, said: “There is a strong 
tradition among Greenwich schools of 
sharing good practice, and this scheme 
builds on that approach. The selection 
of Bannockburn to take part in this 
national scheme is a recognition of the 
consistently good work that it being 
done at this school, which is helping 
pupils to make excellent progress.” 


S uccess in music has a positive 
effect on children’s learning 
and achievement in other 
subjects according to John Camp, 
headteacher at Deansfield primary 
school. 

“We have an extensive music 
provision, managed by a full time 
music teacher, providing tuition 
for flute, drum, piano, guitar, 
clarinet, recorder, violin, cello and 
much more,” he explained. 

The school in Dairsie Road offers 
a curriculum that is creative and 
engaging, motivating all children 
to enjoy and achieve. 

Teachers ensure teaching meets 
the needs of all learners and 
provide additional support when 
children begin to struggle or fall 
behind. 

The Eltham primary school has set 
up a range of support programmes 
to meet the varying needs of the 
children. 

“Teaching is very good across 
the school and this is effectively 
supported by additional 
programmes that target children’s 
particular needs,” John explained. 
“There is extra support in literacy 
and maths to ensure children 
make progress when they fall 
behind, helping them to close gaps 
in their learning.” 

He added: “We work with a range 
of outside agencies to provide for 
children’s particular needs. 

“We evaluate provision on a 
termly basis and every child’s 
learning journey is tracked by the 
teachers to ensure they are making 
the progress that is expected of 
them. If children are not making 


progress, they are supported with 
one of the additional programmes 
on offer.” 

Parent Vanessa Traynor said: 

“Our son has Dyslexia which was 
highlighted in Reception. He is 
now in Year 5 and has received 
exceptional support throughout 
his education at Deansfield. 

The support has been there for 
him, and for us, right from the 
headteacher to the teaching 
assistants.” 

Pupils and parents are very much 
involved in evaluating the impact 
of the support available and they 
have regular opportunities to give 
their input to the programmes on 
offer. 

“This term we are running a series 
of workshops for parents to enable 
them to further support their 
children at home. We also have 
a very active school council who 
support us in ensuring we listen 
to the views of pupils and build on 
their interests,” John added. 

News about Deansfield has spread 
and the school was recently visited 
by an educational consultant 
from The National Strategies, a 
unit under the Department for 
Education which works with 
schools across the country to 
highlight and share good practice. 
The consultant spent a day 
observing lessons, interviewing 
staff and talking to children to 
learn more about how the school 
intervenes to support pupils. The 
school has now been selected 
as a case study and details of its 
practices are set to be published 
for other schools to access. 



A t the edge of the borough, 
Morden Mount Primary 
School in Lewisham Road 
is also recorded as being in the 
top 50 most improved in London 
in the last three years. 
Headteacher Mary Jackson told 
GT: “Morden Mount children 
experience an exciting, creative 
curriculum which encourages 
the children to question, to 
think, to work cooperatively and 
to make connections.” 

She said: “We enrich our 
curriculum through books linked 
to the topic being studied. As a 
result, children have developed a 
love of reading which is reflected 
in the quality of the written 
work we now see.” 

Mary added: “We have 
developed a highly active and 
successful school council, who 
are now part of London Citizens. 
Through this they have worked 
to make the area around school 
a safer, better place for the 
community. 

“Currently in school, this sense 
of responsibility is demonstrated 
through their commitment to 


making our dining room a more 
pleasant place. 

“Our Year 5 and 6 pupils also 
help on the school reception 
desk at lunch time.” 

Mary said: “This sense of 
ownership the children feel 
about the school, has changed 
their attitude and made them 
proud of themselves and their 
achievements. 

“Very importantly, our parents 
have played a huge part in their 
children’s success; they work 
hard with their children at 
home, supporting everything we 
do in school. We have started a 
‘Friends of Morden Mount’ group 
to make this partnership even 
stronger for the future.” 

The Chair of Governors, 

Jack Smith, told GT: “We are 
delighted with the results of our 
pupils last year. It is the result 
of their sustained effort, well 
supported by their families and 
ah the staff at the school.” 

He added: “We’re not resting 
though. We’re committed to 
ensuring these improvements 
continue in the future.”

Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

The former St. Paul’s 
Academy pupil also thanked his fans, 
record company and all the people that 
had bought his song. 

On the big night Tinie looked dapper - he 


wore his trademark specs with a white 
dinner jacket with a black and white bow 
tie, and finished the outfit with black 
lace up trainers. 

The 22-year-old’s debut album Disc-Overy 
scored a number one chart position in 
2010. It’s been a five year journey to the 
top for Tinie, who first started making 
waves back in 2006 when he attracted 
the attention UK music radio station, 
Channel U for his song Wifey Riddim. 

He later collaborated with grime artists, 
Agent X and Ultra, and in 2007 toured 
with another rising star of British rap, 
Chipmunk. He ended his night at the 
Brits with a storming performance - a 
medley of his hits complete with lasers 
and fireworks, and was joined on stage 
with his good friend Labyrinth, the man 
who Tinie was so keen to big up in his 
acceptance speech.

Meet the mockers 


QUEEN singer Freddie 
Mercury died twenty years ago 
this November. 

But it hasn’t stopped guitarist 
Brian May and drummer 
Roger Taylor continuing to 
use the band’s moniker to play 
the occasional stadium gig - 
much to bassist John Deacon’s 
chagrin - with Paul Rogers at 
the helm in place of the iconic 
talisman. 

It has been 40 years since 
Messrs Mercury, May, Taylor 
and Deacon had their first hit 
with Seven Seas Of Rye, and 
to mark the occasion a Queen 
tribute act is on at the Indigo2 
next month. 

The stadium rockers went 
on to be one of the biggest 
bands on the planet, spanning 
two decades and hauling 
themselves out of their ‘80s 
doldrums with a show stealing 
set at Live Aid in 1984. Like 
many rock dinosaurs of the 
late ‘70s, the band had been 
left behind when the punk 
and new wave movements 
happened, but the four-piece 
enjoyed a resurgence in 1986 
with the A Kind Of Magic 


album and huge Wembley 
Stadium gigs. 

The band continued to produce 
albums until Mercury’s death 
in 1991, and even after his 
passing new material came to 
light. 

Their legacy continued with 
Ben Elton’s musical We Will 
Rock You, which still plays in 
the West End to this day. 

The tribute act that comes to 
the North Greenwich venue 
on March 4 has taken its lead 
from the musical and is called 
They Will Rock You. See what 
they did there?

Pop music dominated this year’s BRIT Awards, a ceremony 
that played host to fewer guitar bands than ever before. 



TINIE TEMP AH, 
Plan B and Take 
That lead the line 
of homegrown 
talent at the Brit 
Awards last week. 

Tinie, 22, from Plumstead, 
walked away with two 
awards from the bash at The 
02 on February 15. 

He took the gongs for best 
British breakthrough act and 
British single for Pass Out. 

It was a night dominated 
by pop music, and suggests 
a sea change in an arena 
where guitar bands have 
historically made up the bulk 
of the winners. 

In a category that had been 
dominated by Indie groups 
for two decades, Take That 
became the first pop act since 
Simply Red in 1993 to win the 
best band prize. 

The five-piece kicked off the 
night by squaring up to an 
army of riot police who were 
eventually overpowered 
by red and yellow confetti 
falling from the sky. It was 
a clever piece of irony given 
that this was such a safe and 
polished affair, with not so 
much as an expletive slipping 
from the lips of any of the 
winners. The shield- wielding 
cops became something 


of a theme for the night, 
also appearing in Plan B’s 
pyrotechnic rock opera later 
in the show. 

Plan B - real name Ben Drew 
- laid on a theatrical medley 
of She Said and Praying after 
winning British male solo 
artist. 


His performance 
was energised and 
well-choreographed, but 
critics of his Winehouse-by- 
numbers ‘50s shtick were 
given more fuel for their ire 
when the crooner revealed 
to presenter James Corden 
that his next album may be a 
reggae record. 

Corden was off-colour - he 
only cracked a couple of 
telling jokes across the 
two-hour shindig. He tried 
his hand at banter with 
Justin Bieber, which won 
little favour with the partisan 
crowd, and all in all the 
Gavin and Stacey star had 
the pallor of a post-Gervais 
lobotomy. His professional 
and somewhat mechanical 
delivery was not a complete 
surprise - the comedian 
had said before the show 
he would be “warm and 
sensitive”, and nothing like 
Ricky Gervais’s cutting wit 
at the Golden Globes. 

Adele made the outstanding 
vocal performance of 
the night with a sublime 
rendition of Someone Like 
You, her voice pure and rich 
against the strains of a single 
piano. 

Rihanna’s performance too 
found favour, though it may 
have had more to do with 
the overall chutzpah of the 
routine rather than for the 
skill of her lip-synching. 

It was a ceremony lacking 
guitars - guitars that were 


plugged in at any rate, and 
Montreal rockers Arcade 
Fire were the sole purveyors 
of a loud-and-live dynamic 
when they rattled through an 
electrifying version of recent 
single Ready To Start. 

It’s been a good year for the 
band fronted by Win Butler, 
and they walked away with 
two Brits - international 
group and international 
album for their 2010 record, 
The Suburbs. 

Mumford and Sons were 
less successful with 
an intimate acoustic 
performance which was lost 
on the crowd whose chatter 
threatened to overpower the 
underwhelming segment. 
There was no lifetime 
achievement award this time 
around, and instead best 
album went to the Mumfords, 
and what with their fawning 
acceptance speech and the 
dizzying heights at the top 
of The 02, it was enough to 
make anyone feel a little 
queasy. 

Large swathes of the 
pop-loving crowd were left 
asking “Laura who?” when 
folk singer Laura Marling 
beat Cheryl Cole to the Best 
Female award. 

“Hello, I’m Laura,” offered 
the shy 21-year-old from 
Hampshire when she arrived 
at the podium. “This award is 
for my mum.”

New Grit 
stays true 
to original 

CINEMATIC visionaries or 
|V^ pseudo-intellectual fraudsters? 

Truly free spirits or enslaved 

to the studios? Wherever 
they roam, whatever they produce, the 
Coen brothers, Joel and Ethan, court 
controversy like no others before them. 
Quirky and off-centre, shocking and 
unexpected. 

From the violence of No Country for 
Old Men to the irreverence of The Big 
Lebowski, the darkness that is Fargo to 
the black humour of 0 Brother, Where Art 
Thou, straight story tellers they are not. 
Until now, that is. 

True Grit, the brothers’ most recent 
project, is not a ‘remake’ but an 
‘adaptation’ of the 1 969 classic of the 
same name. But it is strangely subdued. 
Conventions are left unchallenged, 
audiences left unruffled, actors left simply 
to act. It helps, of course, when you have 
at your disposal an army of academy 
award winning actors. Jeff Bridges, 
rapidly turning into the grand old man 
of Hollywood is the almost permanently 
inebriated but ultimately good-hearted, 
lawman, Rooster Cogburn, this time 
played with a darkness that escaped the 
range of John Wayne. Matt Damon is the 
dandified Texas Ranger, LeBoeuf, full of 
pompous pride and self-importance but 
he too kind and well-intentioned, while 
Josh Brolin plays the heartless but dull- 
witted murderer, Tom Cheney. And that’s 
not to mention a dazzling performance 
from newcomer, Hailee Steinfeld, as 
a relentlessly determined and fiercely 
intelligent, fatherless, 14-year-old, Mattie 
Ross. Bridges is his usual formidable 
self, his performance effortless - the 
consummate professional. He now needs 
to cement his newly acquired icon status 
with a more serious, non-inebriated 
role. Damon frankly disappoints: more 
dandy than cowboy, more caricature 
than character, ultimately descending 
into a figure of fun. For all their banter, 
the relationship between Damon and 
Bridges fails to get going and they are left 
like teenagers squabbling over Mattie’s 
affections. The surprise package is Mattie 
herself, innocent and charming yet with

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powerful screen presence not unlike 
the young(er) Charlotte Johansson. But 
allowing actors freedom is one thing, 
abandoning them altogether is quite 
impossible for the Coen brothers. Some 
wonderful photography enhances the 
modest plot in what is a dark, cold and 
snowy setting - far removed from the 
Californian sunshine of its predecessor. 
At times the brothers risk losing control:

THEY certainly loaded the dice 
against Exeter City at The Valley on 
Saturday. The heavily outnumbered 
Grecians had to put up with an opera 
singer who made no bones about his 
partiality to Charlton and a bumper 
24,747 crowd which, in taking up the 
club’s £5 seats offer, almost filled the 
ground with unstinting support for 
the Addicks. 

This was an extra-special occasion but, 
unfortunately, Chris Powell’s men sank 
rather than rose to it. Exeter won this 
game because the west country outfit 
were the better side. So were Hartlepool. 
2-1 winners up north in midweek. 

Neither side is in the hunt for promotion 
and should, on paper at least, have been 
easy pickings for any side with aspirations 
to Championship football next season. 
Both of them, however, beat Charlton by 
playing better, more intelligent, football. 
And that’s the real worry for Powell. 

Lopsided and awkwardly set up, the 
home side practically leaned to the left, 
badly needing the balance provided by 
the right-sided workrate of Scott Wagstaff 
in front of oustanding full debutant Carl 
Jenkinson, not to mention the all-round 
contribution of Therry Racon, arguably 
its best footballer. 

As soon as Racon took over from the 
neat but physically uninvolved Alan 
McCormack, Charlton improved. They

were, unfortunately, on a slippery 
downhill slope by then. 

Had Nathan Eccleston made more 
of the second minute chance created 
by Bradley Wright-Phillips, possibly 
this discouraging result might have 
been avoided. But ifs and ands are as 
much use in getting the job done as 
pots and pans, and Charlton’s sixth 
consecutive failure to score a first half 
goal told against them. Starting more 
agressively must feature urgently on 
Powell’s crowded agenda. 

Still in the game past the hour, the 
Addicks were desperately unlucky not 
to seize the lead through the earnestly 
toiling Pawel Abbott, who produced a 
moment of magic in turning sharply 
to beat Ben Hamer with a cleverly 
judged chip but was denied by the 
crossbar. 

Two minutes later, substitute Liam 
Sercombe raced through the inside 
right channel on to Ryan Harley’s 
pass to blast City’s opener through 
Rob Elliot’s hands. On simple twists 
of fate are football games so often 
decided. 

A searing solo dribble by Eccleston 
set up a chance for Jose Semedo 
but the defensive midfielder’s effort 
trundled predictably wide. Joined 
by the equally forward thinking 
Racon with 20 minutes left, the slim 
trickster began to weaken the visitors’ 
resistance with his positive running. 

The strain was beginning to 
show on Exeter when Charlton 
inexplicably caved in defensively. 
Under no appreciable pressure, Gary 
Doherty’s routine backheader was left 
disastrously short of a halfhearted 
Elliot, inviting John O’Flynn to trot 
between them to finish into a gaping 
net. It was hardly a surprise that a 
rattled Elliot followed by scything 
down O’Flynn inside the area for 
Harley to make easy work of the 
penalty. 

Wright-Phillips’ fourth goal in five 
starts saved a little face five minutes 
from the end - well, that part of 
Charlton’s face that wasn’t already 
covered in egg anyway.
